Japan's outlying Pacific defenses to 
such a low state as to render her 
inner bulwarks highly vulnerable to 
the great offensive which certainly 
will come as soon as the H itlerian 
war is over—and maybe sooner. 
Secretary of the Navy Forrestal 
says our sea w arfare has been so 
successful th at Ja pa n’s outer Pacific 
defenses have been beaten down to 
the lev el of a “a line of defense in 
name only." 
Eugene 
Burns, 
As­ 
sociated Press war correspondent 
who has just returned home from 
the Pacific theatre, declares Nip­ 
pon's defensive perim eter is so weak 
that our Navy could slice through 
it at will. As a m atter of fact. Burns 
adds, the Japanese are "operating 
everywhere on a shoestring.” 
These results are amazing, espec­ 
ially in view of Japa n’s prepared­ 
ness at the outset of the war and 
the advantage she gained by her 
treachery at Pearl Harbor. T hey’ve 
been achieved in three ways:

000 
tons 
of 
Nippon's 
shipping, 
thereby crippling her sea commun- 
ications; (2) By such destruction of 
her warplanes and 
warships

she no longer can defend her re­ 
maining supply ships or outlying 
island strongholds;

captured base after base and so 
have carried us steadily nearer the 
Philippines and Japan itself.

latest

Japan’s weakness is shown in our 
heavy raids by bomber carriers on 
important M arcus and Wake islands. 
Only two Japanese warplanes were 
seen, and both were destroyed.

Ohio's Greatest ‘Milk Flush 9 
Handled Quietly, Successfully

COLUMBUS, 
May 
27. — Quietly 
and with little fanfare, a com m it­ 
tee here has assumed the Herculean 
task of handling the greatest milk 
flush in Ohio dairy history. 
The Emergency Interm arket Milk 
Supply comm ittee—a subsidiary of 
the Ohio Dairy Products associ­ 
ation—has been so successful 
in 
channeling tons of surplus milk 
into areas which 
have 
adequate 
processing facilities, th a t Com mit­ 
tee C hairm an V. O. Dreyer of Day­ 
ton believes this action has been 
an 
im portant factor 
in averting 
milk rationing. 
Ohio's milk production, he ex­ 
plained. ranks sikth in the nation, 
and dairying is th e Ohio farm er’s 
biggest cash crop. T his year's sup­ 
ply has assumed even larger pro­ 
portions due to an excellent grass 
crop 
and 
Increased 
production 
prom pted by war needs. 
An oversupply in the M ay-June 
period is norm al. Dreyer added, and 
“dum ping" of milk is not unprece-

A milk dealer usually arranges 
to purchase a farm er’s entire milk 
output, thereby assuring himself an 
adequate supply during the slack 
milk 
season.

rath er th an the farm er, must cope. 
D ealer "A" with tons of surplus 
m ilk calls th e com m ittee’s office 
here.

This year's "coalition" is the payoff 
It looks like 
the end of the line for the strange cam araderie of the 
last decade which has put 
Boss Hague and 
Henry 
Wallace cheek by jowl under the party covers; which 
has lined up Jeffersonians and New Deal pinks in 
nice even rows to be counted on election day; whi' h 
has kept midwestern agriculturalists and urban radi­ 
cals hand in hand; and which has all redounded to 
the political glory and power of the Roosevelt w hatiadt 
In the nation’s capital. 
In 1944, American Communists will go brazenly 
down the line for 
the 
Democratic 
nominee; 
they 
already have nominated Mr. Roosevelt. 
He 
is 
tile 
nominee of the CIO. He Is the nominee of the Ameri­ 
can Labor party, which holds a theoratlcal balance of 
power in New York Oily and, therefore, in New York 
state. He is the nominee of the Labor party's dissident 
wing, calling itself (he Liberal party. He is, also, ap ­ 
parently destined to be the nominee of the Democratic 
party, whose decision on th a t point is now an an ti­ 
climax. because without the support of its bedfellows 
the Democratic party knows it doesn’t have a chance. 
This thing hasn't happened suddenly. 
W hat has 
happened suddenly is the public’s realization that a 
decade of expediency 
has 
altered 
the 
Democratic 
party beyond recognition. The party has been made 
over to suit the purposes of its bedfellows; they have 
captured it and established their position so securely 
they cannot be ousted. If anyone is going to leave, it 
will have to be dissatisfied Democrats; the bedfellows 
have nowhere else to go.

As he explains it, “no attorney general in advising 
the President can do more than interpret the law as 
he sees it. trusting to the courts to correct him if he is 
wrong and to congress to make any changes in the law 
which it deems wise"

statem ent. 
It is obvious th at a great deal depends on how the 
attorney general sees the law: if he chooses to see it in 
a way th at will make his decisions subject to correc­ 
tion by the courts and congress, if lie chooses to ex­ 
tend presidential authority to tilt' limit of his ability 
to rationalize what he lias done, the attorney general­ 
ship becomes an entirely

limits of moderation. 
Of course, a great deal also depends on whether the 
attorney general really advises the chief executive, or 
on w hether it becomes his job to find excuses for what 
the exec utive already has decided to do.

were there, but they were all dead 
G erm ans when we finLshed. Later 


I was told tha t the three of us 
had k illed 12 Heinies.” 
Pearsall and his First

In that battle he was 
wounded by a shell burst. He said
